5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate   for   Highway   Maintenance. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  Street  Lighting.

and  raise  and  appropriate  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of 
$537.94.

"A  little  library,  growing  larger  every  year,  is  an  honorable 
part  of  a  man's  history.  It  is  a  man's  duty  to  have  books.  A 
library  is  not  a  luxury,  but  one  of  the  necessaries  of  life." 

The  schedule  started  during  the  winter  of  1934  has  been 
found  so  satisfactory  that  the  library  now  maintains  these 
hours  the  year  around,  namely: — Tuesdays  2-4:30  and  6:30 
to  8 :00  o'clock,  Saturdays  2-4 :30.  The  branch  at  Pena- 
cook  being  open  Wednesdays  1-4:30  o'clock. 

The  Vacation  Reading  Club  was  conducted  as  usual  with 
twenty-four  registering  at  Boscawen  and  twenty-four  at 
Penacook  branch. 

There  were  four  story  hours  at  Boscawen  with  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  16. 

National  Book  Week  was  observed  at  Penacook  branch. 
The  boys  and  girls  presented  a  play  and  the  librarian  read 
the  story  of  Mark  Twain's  life.  Dr.  Mary  L.  R.  Farnum 
presented  the  certificates  to  the  boys  and  girls  who  com- 
pleted the  work  required  in  the  vacation  reading  club. 

In  connection  with  the  Ladies'  Aid  Social  the  Boscawen 
boys  and  girls  assisted  in  the  program  and  received  their 
certificates  from  Rev.  Asa  M.  Parker.  The  book  week 
party  was  held  at  the  lilirary  with  the  Penacook  reacHng 
club  as  their  guests.  The  librarian  read  a  story  and  the 
Penacook  group  repeated  the  play  which  they  presented  at 
the  Penacook  party.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens: 

The  Attendance  Table  submitted  for  last  year  shows  a 
slightly  smaller  membership  than  for  any  year  since  1928- 
29.  The  per  cent  of  attendance  is  the  highest  in  four  years. 
I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases  of  tardiness  is 
the  lowest  since   1919. 

Electric  lights  have  been  installed  both  at  High  Street  and 
at  Water  Street.  This  makes  these  school  houses  more 
available  for  evening  meetings  of  the  parents  or  the  com- 
munity. 

The  school  tax  rate  for  the  current  year  is  the  lowest 
since  1928.  A  large  balance  estimated  for  June  30,  1935  and 
the  largest  amount  of  State  Aid  since  1927  were  items  of 
income  which  helped  make  the  amount  raised  by  the  district 
smaller  than  it  will  be  possible  to  make  it  next  year. 

Since  September,  your  School  board  has  had  the  unusual 
duty  of  helping  conduct  all  the  schools  of  Penacook  under 
contract  between  them  and  the  School  Board  of  the  Concord 
side  of  Penacook.  So  far  as  we  know,  the  law  under  which 
this  contract  was  entered  into  has  never  before  been  made 
use  of  in  the  state.  Having  no  precedents  for  guidance,  the 
Joint  Committee  has  worked  together  most  harmoniously 
and  has  met  a  difficult  situation  with  quiet  efficiency. 

Recognizing  the  possibility  that  steps  may  yet  be  taken  to 
question  the  status  of  the  territory  once  comprising  the  Bos- 
cawen  Special  School  District,  the  School  Board  has  sub- 
mitted at  this  time  a  budget  for  the  support  of  the  schools 
included  in  the  Town  District  for  many  years.  The  opinion 
handed  down  by  the  Attorney  General  holds  that  all  the 
schools  of  Boscawen  are  now  in  one  district.     If.  at  the  time 
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of  the  annual  meeting  this  has  not  been  questioned,  or  has 
been  confirmed,  it  will  be  necessary,  at  that  time,  to  revise 
many  items  of  the  budget  to  provide  for  those  Penacook 
schools  which  are  located  in  Boscawen.
